Seo teaches a base station buffer that temporarily stores transmission data to be transmitted over a radio channel to a mobile station (see 
abstract and col. 4, lines 14-1 5, transmission data stored in base station buffer relates to a base station buffer that temporarily stores 
packets). Seo also teaches dynamically managing state transitions, including a suspend state, according to the size of transmission data 
stored in a base staion buffer (see abstract, col. 4, lines 10-15 and FIG. 5), this relates to a suspend state when the base station buffer is 
empty because the state transitions in Seo are made according to any amount of data stored in the buffer. The claims make no mention 
of "the suspending of radio channel is performed irrespective as to a current state of a base station." Regarding claim 21 and 22 Ostman 
teaches a High-Speed control channel that is associated with a shared control channel (see paragraph [0011], this relates to a High- 



Speed Shared Control Channel. 
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
